he National Council of Architectural 

Registration Boards (NCARB) is 

in the process of implementing 

a number of changes that are 
intended to shorten the time it takes to 
become a licensed architect. This was the 
focus of NCARB’s Regional Meetings in 
March. The concern is that the 7.5 years 
average time it takes to complete the 
Intern Development Program (IDP) and 
become a licensed architect is too long. 
The changes being proposed are important 
because Missouri statutes and rules for licensure are based on 
NCARB’s certification. Whatever NCARB decides will automatically 
apply to applicants for an architect’s license in Missouri. If you are 
seeking your initial architect’s license in Missouri, you must hold a

certified IDP record with NCARB and pass all divisions of the Architect 
Registration Examination (ARE®). If you are an architect in another 
state or another country, you must have an NCARB certificate to seek 
comity licensure in Missouri. 


Last year NCARB’s Board reduced the 5,600 hour IDP experience 
requirement to 3,800 hours. This 1,800 hour reduction basically cut 
a year off the old “3-year” experience requirement. Now NCARB is 
soliciting proposals from NAAB-accredited architectural schools for 
programs to be developed that will allow licensing upon graduation 
as an alternative route for becoming an architect. NAAB stands for 
National Architectural Accrediting Board. There is no timeline for 
implementing this program. 


Missouri statutes require an applicant for initial licensure in the state 
to hold a NAAB-accredited architectural degree. 


engineering and surveying to the NCEES Zone and Annual Meetings. 
The focus of NCEES has been on professional exam testing and 
records retention. 


| was asked to attend the NCEES Board Presidents’ Assembly in 
Atlanta, Georgia on February 7, 2015. At the time the Board did not 
have a Chair, and as Chair of the Engineering Division, | agreed to 
attend because | felt Missouri should be represented at this gathering 
of Board Presidents and Chairs. The purpose of the assembly was to 
get everyone up to date on NCEES programs and activities. 
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NCEES President David Widmer, PLS, shared ongoing initiatives 
with the assembled group. He discussed a task force he appointed 
to examine the sharp decline in applications and tests being given 
to Land Surveyors, around 50% of the number in past years. At this 
rate of decline, the United States may face a shortage of Professional 
Licensed Surveyors in the not so distant future. 


Treasurer Gary Thompson, PLS, shared the financial health of NCEES, 
which presently is very strong. The switch to Computer Based Testing 
for the FE and LSIT exams has not caused any significant decrease 
in revenues. 


NCEES Chief Operating Officer Davy McDowell gave us the overview 
of the first year of computer-based testing. It appears that very few 
problems developed this first year, and the participants liked the 
process better than the old pencil and paper test in a big room with a 
few hundred of your friends. There were a few violations of security, 
but nothing substantial. 


NCEES Director of Exam Services Tim Miller, PE, gave the group an 
update on the PE and PS computer-based exam transitions. | would 
expect to see this available in the next 2-3 years. 


NCEES Chief Technology Officer Steven Matthews provided an update 
on the E3 System (Education, Exam, and Experience) and the progress 
of merging the Records and Credentials Evaluations systems into the 
E3 system. 


NCEES President-Elect Mike Conzett, PE, discussed the Education 
Committee’s charge to look at continued professional competency 
(CPC) and try to make it more uniform for all Boards. One suggestion 
is to have a records portal, similar to the Records Program already in 
place, where CPC hours could be filed and documented, and then sent 
out or confirmed for re-licensure applications. The discussion was 
to require 15 PDH’s per calendar year, rather than, as Missouri has 
it, 30 PDH’s over a 2 year period; thereby eliminating the individual 
application which shows 30 PDH hours online the last week before 
renewal is due. 


NCEES Executive Officer Jerry Carter gave an update on the 
international exam administrations. NCEES has added several more 


international sites where the testing can be given for those engineers 
wishing to work in the United States or wishing to have the credential 
of PE to add credibility to their work overseas. 


After lunch, NCEES Director of Public Affairs Nina Norris provided an 
update on outreach and marketing efforts, which include Engineers 
Week Activities, Future Cities Competition, Engineers Without 
Borders, Emerging Leaders Initiative, and updates to the NCEES 
website redesign. 


For the most part this was a full day of bringing everyone up to speed 
on the current activities and future directions of NCEES. | was happy 
to represent the Missouri Board at the one day event.

e are all aware of the phrase 

“speed of government” 

when attempting to push 

new legislation or amending 
or implementing any new laws or rules. 
So, almost 3 years of blood, sweat and 
tears later, | am happy to report that, 
after numerous revisions, we now have 
a signed Memorandum of Agreement 
(MOU) with the Missouri Department of 
Agriculture’s (MDA) Division of Weights 
& Measures/Missouri Land Surveyor’s 
Office agreeing that all Rules impacting 
Land Surveying will be jointly promulgated 
by MDA/Weights & Measures/State 
Land Surveyor and this Board. We can finally update the Surveying 
Standards that were developed by a committee of the Missouri Society 
of Professional Surveyors (MSPS), the State Land Surveyor’s Office 
and the Professional Land Surveying Division. While these revised 
rules won't become effective until they’ve completed the rule-making 
process, we can now begin to educate our licensees in the execution 
of surveys compliant with the newly revised rules. 


This legislative session there are bills in the House that propose to 
increase the educational requirements and reduce the experience 
requirements for land surveying. Because most small surveying 
companies are using 1 or 2-man crews today, there is very little 
oversight or mentoring taking place so perhaps the answer will be 
in the form of more formal education. But, as we know from past 
experience, very few bills actually get through the legislative process 
so I’m not going to try to predict what will happen this time around. 


In my spring article last year | discussed the lack of understanding 
of proper surveying principles and application of law by some 
surveyors. While writing that article | had occasion to go back and pull 
a couple of books off the shelf; dust them off and re-read them. One 
paragraph in chapter 2 of “Boundary Control and Legal Principles” 
jumped out at me as an issue that is encountered regularly in the title 


business...” Unwritten Conveyances”. All too often we surveyors fail to 
gather evidence that would disclose a possible unwritten conveyance. 
The use of GPS and random traverse procedures often has us at 
considerable distance from the property lines of our surveyed tract. 
We do not see the mow line or that old fence now on the ground under 
the leaves or through the middle of a 10” tree. By our omission, our 
clients are often damaged by our failure to find this important evidence. 
One of the examples cited in Mr. Brown’s book talked about transfers 
that are not noted by any written evidence. Brown states that such 
transfers of title fall into two categories. The first are transfers in which 
there is either an actual oral agreement to transfer or in which the law 
implies an agreement from the conduct of the parties. An example 
of an implied transfer might be a property owner with 10 acres and 
330’ fronting the road who sells the ‘back’ 5 acres without describing 
an existing driveway providing for access...effectively land-locking the 
new buyer. Even though no access easement is cited in the deed, 
there is an implied easement over the seller’s property which would 
provide access to the landlocked tract. The survey should show the 
driveway access even though it is not mentioned in the Abstract/Title 
Commitment. Failure to do so would be a violation of 20 CSR 2030- 
16.030(2)(A): “Search for and locate controlling corners and other 
physical monuments that may influence or are required to define the 
location of the exterior corners of the parcel to be surveyed;”. 


The second type of conveyance is when transfers are involuntary on 
the part of the transferors and generally involve adverse use of the 
land on the part of the transferee without disturbance by owners over 
long periods of time. While recently researching deed records | found 
a 1995 Court Judgment that awarded ownership of property on the 
basis of an un-recorded oral agreement. The facts as cited during the 
trial were: (1) Defendant owned the NE™% of the SE% by deed; (2) 
Plaintiff owned the S*%2 SE also by deed; (3) in 1952 Plaintiff and the 
predecessor in title to Defendant’s land reached an oral agreement for 
the location of their property line; (4) in 1995 the Defendant obtained 
title to the NEY% SE% and ordered a boundary survey that revealed 
the % Y% line to be running on the Plaintiff's side of the fence; (5) both 
the plaintiff and the prior owner of Defendants land testified that in 
1952 they erected a fence over the E% and restored the fence over 
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the W% and both agreed that the fence was the line; (6) the surveyor 
testified that the 1952 fence was still standing over the east 600+ 
feet but the remainder of the fence evidence was obtained from a few 
posts both standing and on the ground along with strands of wire on 
the ground and through trees. The survey plat pictorially showed both 
the deed line and evidence of a possession line as recovered by the 
surveyor. This was a case determined on the basis of an unwritten 
oral conveyance between two neighbors. It should have been reduced 
to writing and recorded by deed. And, the previous owner should have 
advised the Defendant that the old fence was the agreed boundary. 
Unfortunately neither of these actions happened and is an excellent 
reason for being cognizant of potential unwritten rights. Because

he Professional Landscape 
Architectural Division of the 
Board has been at full strength 
since the August 2014 meeting 
in Kansas City.

Governor Nixon to serve as the Chair of the APEPLSPLA Board for a 
term of four years. This is not a new responsibility for Bob since he 
has been elected by his fellow Board Members at each meeting since 
2010 to preside over the business of the Board, though not as Chair. 


Bob Hartnett has served the State of Missouri since 1997, when he 
was appointed by Governor Carnahan as a member of the Landscape

Professional Surveying (PS) examination will be the last one using 
pencil/paper. Beginning in the fall of next year the licensing test will 
be computer based. The advantages to the applicants are that they 
are no longer limited to two (2) exams per year and the results will 
be available in weeks rather than months. Once qualified to take the 
exam, the applicant will have multiple windows of opportunity.

The Board continues to see corporations which are practicing one 
or more of the four professions regulated by the Board which have 
not obtained a certificate of authority. | Know that this is probably old 
news to most licensees, but | would refer all PLA’s to the requirement 
set forth in Section 327.401.2 of the Revised Missouri Statutes which 
states: 


“2. Any domestic corporation formed under the corporation 
law of this state, or any foreign corporation, now or hereafter organized 
and having as one of its purposes the practicing of architecture or 
professional engineering or professional land surveying or professional 
landscape architecture and any existing corporation which amends its 
charter to propose to practice architecture or professional engineering 
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or professional land surveying or professional landscape architecture 
shall obtain a certificate of authority for each profession named in the 
articles of incorporation or articles of organization from the board...” 


The Board’s website has all the information necessary to understand 
and comply with this requirement. 


On a final note, Noel Fehr was elected to take over the review of 
continuing education credits and | was elected chair of the PLA Division 
at the January meeting. | promised Noel that | would help out with

regulated by this Board satisfy that 
criteria. Licensees must practice 
competently and within accepted 
standards of practice or the public 
may be exposed to potentially 
serious, even lethal, physical harm 
or their property rights may be 
negatively affected. 


From its beginnings in this country in the mid-19th century to the 
modern era, professional self-regulation has proven to be a safe and 
effective way to economically and appropriately regulate professionals 
in order to carry out the duty of states to protect the public. Self-funded 
professional licensing boards generally do not cost the state money. 
License, license renewal, and other fees fund boards as they perform 
their important public protection functions. 


the continuing education review until he had his feet under him. That 
being said, sometimes CEU determination has been a team effort. 


We would be pleased to answer any questions that arise, although 
some questions might require a determination by the full Board. Many 
questions can be handled by the Board staff and | would encourage 
any licensee who has a question not to hesitate contacting them. We 
are fortunate to have such a competent and helpful staff at the Board 
office. 


The cornerstone of professional self-regulation is the premise that only 
those persons who have a comprehensive personal understanding of 
the education, training, and standards of practice for a given profession 
have the background needed to appropriately regulate licensees. This 
intrinsic knowledge is crucial to assess competency, unprofessional 
conduct, ethical behavior, and other aspects of practice as a board 
performs its duties. 


So what is my role as the public member? Unlike the professional 
members of the Board who must be a currently licensed architect, 
engineer, land surveyor or landscape architect - the public member 
cannot be or ever have been a member of any of the professions 
licensed or regulated pursuant to Chapter 327 (or the spouse of such 
person) and cannot have or ever have had a material financial interest 
in providing the professional services regulated by the Act or any activity 
or organization directly related to any of these four professions. 


Over the years the legislatures in many states have added one or 
more public members to licensing boards. As described above, while 
a substantial majority of a licensing board’s members must have the 
intrinsic knowledge necessary to effectively carry out the state’s public 
protection mandate, at the same time public representation on the 
board can be an important component to ensure that consumers are 
meaningfully represented. This check and balance is critical to reinforce 
the primacy of public protection and can offset any criticisms of the “fox 
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guarding the hen house” that has sometimes - and erroneously in my 
view - plagued professional self-regulation. 


So back to my question. There is no formal guidance to public members 
serving on Missouri boards. While the fundamental responsibility of all 
board members - public and professional - is to enforce the Act and 
protect the public, the “how” a public member accomplishes this isn’t as 
obvious as it is for the professional members. So during my first year of 
service on the Board | am focusing on making sure that the process of 
regulation is clear to me. If something isn’t clear to me as a layperson, 
then how can the Board be sure its actions are clear to licensees, the 
public, employers, legislators, the media or others who may have an 
interest in the regulation of architects, engineers, land surveyors, and 
landscape architects? As my experience on the Board grows | expect to 
have a better idea of my role and how | can best represent the residents 
of Missouri as the public member on the Board. 


| was thrilled when Gov. Nixon appointed me to the Board and the Senate 
confirmed my nomination. | have long-desired to serve as a public 
member on a board - and more importantly - on a board where the 
public may be at great risk of harm if recognized standards of practice 
are not met by licensees. | have a great deal to learn about the four 
professions and am looking forward to the challenge. The professional 
members of the Board have warmly welcomed me and given me 
positive feedback on my initial contributions. |am very impressed by the 
tremendous workload accomplished by the Board and its very capable 
staff.

On June 4, 2014, Gov. Jay Nixon announced his appointment of 
Sherry L. Cooper to serve as the public member of the Board.

Cooper 
retired in March 2013 from the St. Louis-based American Optometric 
Association where she served for more than 22 years as Associate 
Director of State Government Relations.

Missouri Board for Architects, Professional Engineers, Professional Land Surveyors and Professional Landscape Architects 


few months ago the Missouri Board sent a questionnaire 

to each Missouri licensed Professional Land Surveyor. One 

thousand and thirty three (1,033) questionnaires were sent; 

244 were returned (24%). The purpose was to seek opinions 
as to subject matter to be included on the Missouri State Specific 
PLS Exam. 


Many years ago the Board’s LS Exam Committee identified seven 
subject areas for examination and recently split these areas into 


two parts: Part |, “General” covers four subject areas: 1.) Minimum 
Standards, 2.) State Statutes and Board Rules, 3.) State Plane 
Coordinates, and 4.) Riparian Boundaries. Part Il, “USPLSS” covers 
three subject areas: 1.) Original GLO, 2.) Resurveys on the USPLSS, 
and 3.) Calculation problems related to reestablishing lost corners. 
All the questions used on the exam are relative to Missouri law, rules, 
statutes, practice and procedures. Below are the subject area results 
by importance.

¢ The April 2016 exam administration will be the last PS exam offered 
in pencil-and-paper format. 


¢ Registration for the computer-based PS exam will begin in mid-

begin October 1, 2016. 


¢ Approvals for PS examinees will be needed year-round, similar to FE 
and FS examinees.

Summary: The Board received information that on or about November 10, 2010, Mr. Deaton entered a plea of guilty to driving while intoxicated 
aggravated offender in violation of Section 277.010, RSMo. 


Cause for Discipline: Mr. Deaton is subject to discipline by the Board pursuant to Sections 327.441.2(2) and 327.442, RSMo. Both statutes 
provide that a licensee is subject to discipline when the licensee has been adjudicated and found guilty, or entered a plea of guilty or nolo 
contendere, whether or not sentence is imposed, to certain crimes, including those to which Mr. Deaton pled guilty. 


Board Action: The Board held a Disciplinary Hearing under Section 327.442, RSMo, on November 11, 2014. Thereafter, the Board issued an 
Order revoking Mr. Deaton’s professional engineering license number PE-22862. The Order became effective December 3, 2014. 


MASLAN, STEPHEN P., PE-20397 
Kansas City, Missouri 


Summary: As previously reported, Mr. Maslan signed a Settlement Agreement with the Board on October 13, 2009, under which he agreed 
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that his professional engineering license would be placed on probation for a period of five (5) years commencing on November 6, 2009 and 
ending on November 5, 2014. On March 7, 2013, a probation violation complaint was filed with the Board against Mr. Maslan. As a result of 
the probation violation complaint, Findings of Fact, Conclusions of Law, and Disciplinary Order was entered against Mr. Maslan by the Board 
on February 24, 2014. The Disciplinary Order revoked Mr. Maslan’s professional engineering license, but stayed the revocation and placed it 
on five years probation beginning February 24, 2014 and concluding on February 23, 2019. The Disciplinary Order provided in part that Mr. 
Maslan shall submit to the Board no later than January 1, April 1, July 1, and October 1 of each year of the probationary period, a list of all 
engineering projects that he has worked on in Missouri during the preceding three month term. Each project shall be identified by date, client, 
and a brief description of the project and Mr. Maslan’s involvement or input. The Disciplinary Order also provided that Mr. Maslan may only 
practice professional engineering in the areas of demonstrated competence, which the Board has determined are only structural and civil 
engineering. On March 6, 2014 a set of plans for the Cotton Candy Daycare project was submitted to the Development Office for the City of 
Kansas City. A “Riser Diagram” involving electrical engineering was submitted with the plans. The “Riser Diagram” bore the seal and signature 
of Stephen Maslan. The Development Office advised the electrical supervisor that revisions were needed. On March 12, 2014, a revised 
electrical plan, also bearing Mr. Maslan’s seal and signature, was filed with the Development Office. The “Riser Diagram” constitutes electrical 
engineering, which is outside the scope of Mr. Maslan’s areas of demonstrated competence and which the Disciplinary Order states only 
structural and civil engineering. Mr. Maslan’s performance of electrical engineering during the term of his probation violated the restriction 
of Paragraph H of the Disciplinary Order, and represents cause for the Board to impose additional discipline against Mr. Maslan’s license. 
On June 25, 2014, Mr. Maslan submitted a quarterly probation report in which he listed 19 Missouri projects on which he worked during 
the period from February 24, 2014 to June 24, 2014. The Cotton Candy Daycare project was not listed on Mr. Maslan’s quarterly report. Mr. 
Maslan’s failure to list the Cotton Candy Day Care project among projects worked between February 24 and June 24, 2014, is a violation of 
Paragraph G of the Disciplinary Order, which is cause for the Board to impose additional discipline on Mr. Maslan’s license. The office of Plan 
Review at the Development Office for Kansas City received plans listing Mr. Maslan as a structural engineer for Generator Studios Office T/F, 
submitted May 14, 2014. Plans for the Generator Studios project, initially drawn up on May 5, 2014, included the following pages: 1) Pages 
A1 through A5 setting forth architectural plans which were sealed by a Missouri licensed architect on May 10, 2014; 2) Pages E1 through E3 
setting forth electrical engineering plans, which were sealed by a Missouri licensed professional engineer qualified in electrical engineering, 
on May 27, 2014; 3) Page M1, setting forth mechanical engineering plans, which were sealed by a Missouri licensed professional engineer 
qualified in mechanical engineering, on May 27, 2014; and, 4) a vicinity map. Mr. Maslan made and signed revisions to the Generator Studios 
plans as follows: 1) on June 17, 2014, Mr. Maslan altered and initialed Page A1 of the architectural plans by marking plans for steel bollards; 
2) on June 17, 2014, Mr. Maslan altered and initialed Page A5 of the architectural plans by changing aspects of Wall Detail 1 and Wall Detail 
3, which constitute architectural work. The Missouri licensed architect did not sign or seal the changes. By altering architectural plans, Mr. 
Maslan performed architecture which is beyond the scope of his expertise and in violation of the Disciplinary Order; 3) on June 23, 2014, Mr. 
Maslan altered and initialed all three pages of the electrical plan. The professional engineer who sealed the plans did not sign or seal the 
changes. By altering electrical engineering plans, Mr. Maslan performed electrical engineering which is beyond the scope of his expertise and 
in violation of the Disciplinary Order; 4) on June 23, 2014, Mr. Maslan altered and initialed Page M1 of the mechanical plan. The professional 
engineer who sealed the plans did not sign or seal the change. By altering mechanical engineering plans, Mr. Maslan performed mechanical 
engineering which is beyond the scope of his expertise and in violation of the Disciplinary Order; and, 5) on June 23, 2014, Mr. Maslan altered 
and initialed the vicinity map, noting changes affecting the sprinkler design. By altering pages affecting mechanical and plumbing plans, Mr. 
Maslan performed engineering which is beyond the scope of his expertise and in violation of the Disciplinary Order. Mr. Maslan did not list the 
Generator Studios plan on his quarterly report, which is in violation of the Disciplinary Order and is cause for the Board to impose additional 
discipline on Mr. Maslan’s license. The office of Plan Review at the Development Office for Kansas City received plans listing Mr. Maslan as 
a structural engineer for the Merdad’s Basement Catering Facility submitted on May 5, 2014 and the Screenland Theater submitted on May 
27, 2014. Mr. Maslan did not list either the Merdad’s Basement Catering Facility or the Screenland Theater projects on his quarterly report. 
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Mr. Maslan’s failure to list the Merdad’s Basement Catering Facility or the Screenland Theater projects on his quarterly report is a violation 
of the Disciplinary Order and is cause for the Board to impose additional discipline on Mr. Maslan’s license. Thereafter on October 2, 2014, a 
Probation Violation Complaint was filed with the Board. 


Cause for Discipline: Mr. Maslan’s conduct as set out above, is in violation of the terms of discipline set forth in the February 24, 2014 
Disciplinary Order. 


Board Action: The Board held a probation violation hearing on November 11, 2014. Thereafter, the Board issued an Order revoking Mr. 
Maslan’s professional engineering license number PE-20397. The revocation was effective on December 8, 2014. 


PROBATIONS 


ANSA, EMMANUEL E., PE-2014040482 
Fayetteville, Georgia 


Summary: On February 5, 2014, Mr. Ansa filed an application with the Board for a license as a professional engineer in the state of Missouri. 
In that application, Mr. Ansa stated that he had not been disciplined by another state. When the NCEES Council Record was received, the 
Professional Engineering Division found that Mr. Ansa had been disciplined by the Louisiana Professional Engineering and Land Surveying 
Board for a variety of reasons, including using another licensee’s design without the other licensee’s permission and producing plans that 
he did not seal, sign, or date. These grounds for disciplining Mr. Ansa’s Louisiana professional engineering license would also be grounds to 
discipline a professional engineering license in Missouri, if licensed in the state of Missouri. 


Cause for Discipline: Mr. Ansa’s conduct, as stated above, provides the Board cause to impose discipline pursuant to Section 327.441.2(8), 
RSMo, by disciplinary action against the holder of a license or a certificate of authority, or other right to practice any profession regulated by 
this chapter granted by another state, territory, federal agency or country upon grounds for which revocation or suspension is authorized in 
this state. 


Board Action: |n lieu of denial of Mr. Ansa’s application for a professional engineering license, the Board voted to place Mr. Ansa’s professional 
engineering license number PE-2014040482 on probation for a period of one (1) year commencing on November 17, 2014 and ending on 
November 16, 2015. 


CIVIL PENALTIES 


DIXON, DAVID DWAYNE (NOT LICENSED) 
Nixa, Missouri 


Summary: The Board received information that on May 22, 2011, an EF5 tornado struck Joplin, Missouri causing widespread storm 
damage. The home of the Golises was damaged in the storm. The Golises sought to file a claim for their damages with their homeowner’s 
insurance company. The Golises were informed by the insurance company that they needed a structural engineer’s report to support their 
claim. A home repair contractor referred the Golises to Mr. Dixon. Mr. Dixon represented to the Golises that he was a structural engineer, 
and contracted with them to provide a structural engineering report on the property. Mr. Dixon inspected the property and prepared a 
report, titled “Structural Analysis”, which he signed as “David D. Dixon, P.E.” Mr. Dixon affixed to the report what appeared to be a Missouri 
professional engineer’s seal, bearing the number E-2001998405. The number on the seal affixed by Mr. Dixon to the “Structural Analysis” 
is not assigned to any Missouri licensee. Mr. Dixon charged the Golises $1,500 for his services in preparing the report. Mr. Dixon provided 
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the Golises with an invoice on the letterhead of “Dixon Engineering, LLC.” No company named “Dixon Engineering, LLC” has ever been 
registered with the Missouri Secretary of State or has ever held a corporate certificate of authority to practice professional engineering in 
the state of Missouri. 


Cause for Discipline: The Board had cause to proceed with assessing a civil penalty because Mr. Dixon represented to the Golises 
and others that he was a professional engineer, Mr. Dixon held himself out as a professional engineer within the meaning of Section 
327.181.1, RSMo; by inspecting a property and issuing a “Structural Analysis” report, Mr. Dixon rendered service or creative work, the 
adequate performance of which requires engineering education, training, and experience in the application of special knowledge of the 
mathematical, physical, and engineering sciences to such services, which constitutes the practice of professional engineering within the 
meaning of Section 327.181.1, RSMo; by using letterhead with the title “Dixon Engineering, LLC” and signing reports as “David D. Dixon, 
P.E.”, Mr. Dixon offered to render or held himself out as willing and able to render service or creative work, the adequate performance of 
which requires engineering education, training, and experience in the application of special knowledge of the mathematical, physical, and 
engineering sciences to such services, which constitutes the practice of professional engineering within the meaning of Section 327.181.1, 
RSMo; and, by using and affixing to an engineering report what appeared to be a professional engineering seal of the type mandated by 
Section 327.441, RSMo, which he was not qualified to use, Mr. Dixon offered to render or held himself out as willing or able to render 
services or creative work, the adequate performance of which requires engineering education, training, and experience in the application of 
special knowledge of the mathematical, physical, and engineering sciences to such services, which constitutes the practice of professional 
engineering within the meaning of Section 327.181.1, RSMo. All the above stated violations are in violation of Section 327.191, RSMo, and 
thus there is cause for the imposition of a civil penalty by the Board under the terms of Sections 327.076.2 and 327.076.4, RSMo. 


Board Action: The Board authorized the Missouri Attorney General’s Office to proceed with settlement. Thereafter, on October 3, 2014, Mr. 
Dixon entered into a Settlement Agreement with the Missouri Board for Architects, Professional Engineers, Professional Land Surveyors, 
and Professional Landscape Architects. In the Settlement Agreement, Mr. Dixon agreed to pay $4,000 in civil penalties, which shall be 
handled in accordance with the provisions of section 7 of article IX of the Missouri Constitution. In determining the amount the Board 
decided to impose on Mr. Dixon, it considered the deterrent affect the penalty would have, the circumstances that led to the violations, 
the severity of the violation and risk to the public, the economic benefits gained by Mr. Dixon, and the interests to the public. By November 
1, 2014, Mr. Dixon shall issue a cashier’s check or money order in the amount of $2,500 made payable to the Karen Matthews, Christian 
County Treasurer, Ozark, Missouri, for payment to the county school fund. On or about October 31, 2014, Mr. Dixon paid $2,500 directly to 
Karen Matthews, Christian County Treasurer, Ozark, Missouri, for payment to the county school fund. On December 1, 2014, and the first 
day of each month until November 1, 2015, Mr. Dixon shall deliver or mail to the Board’s Office a cashier’s check or money order for $125 
payable to Karen Matthews, Christian County Treasurer, Ozark, Missouri, for payment to the county school fund. As of March 23, 2015, Mr. 
Dixon has paid $3,125 in civil penalties. 
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PROBATED CERTIFICATES OF AUTHORITY AND CIVIL PENALTY 


KIMBROUGH DESIGN STUDIO, LLC, A-2014040530 
Battlefield, Missouri 


Summary: The Board received a complaint alleging that since at least 2010, Kimbrough Design Studio, LLC has offered and provided architectural 
services without having obtained a corporate certificate of authority from the Board to offer or provide such services. It did so by assisting in the 
design of Dollar General Stores in Missouri, and in particular one in Nixa, Missouri. It incorporated in Missouri as Kimbrough Design Studio, LLC 
on February 8, 2012, and the architectural services were provided by that corporation since that date. On October 27, 2014, Kimbrough Design 
Studio, LLC filed an application with the Board for a corporate certificate of authority to provide architectural services in the state of Missouri. 


Cause for Discipline: Cause exists for the Board to deny Kimbrough Design Studio, LLC’s application for an architectural corporate certificate of 
authority pursuant to Section 327.441.2(5), RSMo, by incompetency, misconduct, gross negligence, fraud, misrepresentation or dishonesty in the 
performance of the functions or duties of any profession licensed or regulated by this chapter; and, Section 327.441.2(10), RSMo, by assisting or 
enabling any person to practice or offer to practice any profession licensed or regulated by this chapter who is not licensed and currently eligible 
to practice pursuant to this chapter. 


Board Action: In lieu of denial of Kimbrough Design Studio, LLC’s application for an architectural corporate certificate of authority, the Board 
authorized a probated license to be issued to Kimbrough Design Studio, LLC. Thereafter on November 18, 2014, the Board issued an Order to 
Kimbrough Design Studio, LLC to pay $500 in civil penalties, which shall be handled in accordance with the provisions of section 7 of article IX of 
the Missouri Constitution. In determining the amount the Board decided to impose on Kimbrough Design Studio, LLC, it considered the deterrent 
affect the penalty would have, the circumstances that led to the violations, the severity of the violation and risk to the public, the economic 
benefits gained by Kimbrough Design Studio, LLC, and the interest to the public. Within 60 days of the date of the Order, Kimbrough Design Studio, 
LLC shall issue a cashier’s check or money order in the amount of $500 made payable to Karen Matthews, Christian County Treasurer, Ozark, 
Missouri, for payment to the county school fund. Upon payment of the civil penalties, the corporate certificate of authority shall be considered in 
good standing. On or about January 27, 2015, the Board received a cashier’s check in the amount of $500 for the civil penalties from Kimbrough 
Design Studio, LLC. On January 29, 2015, the Board mailed the $500 cashier’s check to the Ms. Karen Matthews, Christian County Treasurer, 
Ozark, Missouri. Kimbrough Design Studio, LLC’s architectural corporate certificate of authority, number A-2014040530, is now considered in 
good standing. 


DUNGAN DESIGN GROUP, LLC, A-2015007480 
Overland Park, Kansas 


Summary: The Board received a complaint alleging from prior to 2007 through 2014, Dungan Design Group, LLC offered and provided architectural 
services without having obtained a corporate certificate of authority from the Board to offer or provide such services. Dungan Design Group, LLC 
did so by designing commercial buildings in Jackson County, Missouri, without having been registered to perform business in Missouri with the 
Missouri Secretary of State or having obtained a required corporate certificate of authority to provide such services from the Board. Dungan 
Design Group, LLC designed at least 5 buildings in Missouri and has not been legally licensed to do so. On March 3, 2015, Dungan Design Group, 
LLC filed an application with the Board for a corporate certificate of authority to provide architectural services in the state of Missouri. In that 
application, Dungan Design Group, LLC provided the Board with a copy of its registration with the Missouri Secretary of State. 


Cause for Discipline: Cause exists for the Board to deny Dungan Design Group, LLC’s application for an architectural corporate certificate of 
authority pursuant to Section 327.441.2(5), RSMo, by incompetency, misconduct, gross negligence, fraud, misrepresentation or dishonesty in the 
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performance of the functions or duties of any profession licensed or regulated by this chapter; and, Section 327.441.2(10), RSMo, by assisting or 
enabling any person to practice or offer to practice any profession licensed or regulated by this chapter who is not licensed and currently eligible 
to practice pursuant to this chapter. 


Board Action: In lieu of denial of Dungan Design Group, LLC’s application for an architectural corporate certificate of authority, the Board authorized 
a probated license to be issued to Dungan Design Group, LLC. Thereafter on March 9, 2015, the Board issued an Order to Dungan Design Group, 
LLC to pay $1,400 in civil penalties, which shall be handled in accordance with the provisions of section 7 of article IX of the Missouri Constitution. 
In determining the amount the Board decided to impose on Dungan Design Group, LLC, it considered the deterrent affect the penalty would have, 
the circumstances that led to the violations, the severity of the violation and risk to the public, the economic benefits gained by Dungan Design 
Group, LLC, and the interest to the public. Within 60 days of the date of the Order, Dungan Design Group, LLC shall issue a cashier’s check or 
money order in the amount of $1,400 made payable to the Director of Finance, Jackson County, Missouri, for payment to the county school fund. 
Upon payment of the civil penalties, the corporate certificate of authority shall be considered in good standing. On or about March 30, 2015, the 
Board received a cashier’s check in the amount of $1,400 for the civil penalties from Dungan Design Group, LLC. On March 30, 2015, the Board 
mailed the $1,400 cashier's check to the Director of Fiance, Jackson County, Missouri for payment to the county school fund. Dungan Design 
Group, LLC’s architectural certificate of authority, number A-2015007480 is now considered in good standing. 


LUXE ARCHITECTS, LLC, A-2015008956 
Leawood, Kansas 


Summary: The Board received a complaint alleging that on or before September 11, 2014, Luxe Architects, LLC offered and provided architectural 
services without having obtained a corporate certificate of authority from the Board to offer or provide such services. It did so by offering 
architectural services through advertisements on Craigslist and providing architectural services in Jackson County, Missouri. On March 17, 2015, 
Luxe Architects, LLC filed an application with the Board for a corporate certificate of authority to provide architectural services in the state of 
Missouri. 


Cause for Discipline: Cause exists for the Board to deny Luxe Architects, LLC’s application for an architectural corporate certificate of authority 
pursuant to Section 327.441.2(5), RSMo, by incompetency, misconduct, gross negligence, fraud, misrepresentation or dishonesty in the 
performance of the functions or duties of any profession licensed or regulated by this chapter; and, Section 327.441.2(10), RSMo, by assisting or 
enabling any person to practice or offer to practice any profession licensed or regulated by this chapter who is not licensed and currently eligible 
to practice pursuant to this chapter. 


Board Action: In lieu of denial of Luxe Architects, LLC’s application for an architectural corporate certificate of authority, the Board authorized 
a probated license to be issued to Luxe Architects, LLC. Thereafter on March 23, 2015, the Board issued an Order to Luxe Architects, LLC to 
pay $500 in civil penalties, which shall be handled in accordance with the provisions of section 7 of article IX of the Missouri Constitution. In 
determining the amount the Board decided to impose on Luxe Architects, LLC, it considered the deterrent affect the penalty would have, the 
circumstances that led to the violations, the severity of the violation and risk to the public, the economic benefits gained by Luxe Architects, LLC, 
and the interest to the public. Within 60 days of the date of the Order, Luxe Architects, LLC shall issue a cashier’s check or money order in the 
amount of $500 made payable to the Director of Finance, Jackson County, Missouri, for payment to the county school fund. Upon payment of the 
civil penalties, the corporate certificate of authority shall be considered in good standing. On or about April 13, 2015, the Board received a money 
order in the amount of $500 for the civil penalties from Luxe Architects, LLC. On April 13, 2015, the Board mailed the $500 money order to the 
Director of Finance, Jackson County, Missouri for payment to the county school fund. Luxe Architects, LLC’s architectural certificate of authority, 
number A-2015008956 is now considered in good standing. 
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
